Through  his  years  of 
tireless  correspondence  with  the  large  American  Branch  he  became 
well  known  to  and  greatly  beloved  by  them.  Indeed,  it  is  an 
obvious  fact  that  all  subseouent  generations  of  the  family  will 
be  lndebited  to  him  for  the  great  service  lie  has  rendered  by  his 
research.  His  son  Baron  Helmuth  de  Graffenried,  of  Muri-Bern , 
Switzerland,  has  inherited  the  literary  mantle  of  his  illustrious
